CRITICALLY OF DOMINATION OF JUDICIAL SYSTEM BY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MIL COURTS, AND US ROLE IN DEVELOPMENT OF POLICE 
SYSTEM. MIL FIELD COURTS STARTED BY FRENCH, BEGAN 
GAINING POWER TWENTY YEARS AGO AND GRADUALLY GREW 
POWERFUL AT EXPENSE OF CIVILIAN JUDICIARY. THEY 
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NOW ARE STRONG INSTITUTIONS EVEN THOUGH SUPREME 
COURT DECLARED THEM UNCONSTITUTIONAL IN 1970, 

HANDLE CASES OF ANTI-GVN OR PRO-COMMUNIST ACTIVITY 
AS WELL AS MANY PURELY CRIMINAL MATTERS, WITH 
PROVINCIAL SECURITY COMMITTEES COVERING LESSER CASES 
IN SECRET SESSIONS. SHIPLER SEES SYSTEM OPERATING 
IN "TWILIGHT ZONE" BETWEEN MIL AND POLITICAL WARFARE, 
QUOTES DISSIDENTS THAT IT IS USED TO JAIL NON- 
COMMUNIST OPPONENTS OF GVN. 

SYSTEM OPERATES UNDER MARTIAL LAW, IS DESIGNED 
FOR SWIFT ACTION IN EMERGENCIES, HAS DISPENSED 
WITH DEFENDENTS' RIGHTS. SHIPLER GIVES INSTANCES 
OF "KAFKAESQUE" PROCEDURES DESCRIBED BY PRISONERS, 

CITES ALLEGATIONS OF TORTURE TO WRING CONFESSIONS. 

SAYS COURT PROCEDURE RELIES HEAVILY ON POLICE 
DOSSIERS THAT CONTAIN STATEMENTS, ALLEGATIONS AND 
CONFESSIONS AND TO WHICH DEFENDENT HAS LIMITED 
ACCESS. QUOTES HIGH-RANKING CIVILIAN JUDGE THAT 
SYSTEM PREFERS TO CONDEMN NINE OR TEN INNOCENTS 
THAN RELEASE ONE SUSPECT. 

SHIPLER REFERS TO US INVOLVEMENT WITH "PHOENIX" 

PROGRAM, FORMER HEAVY SUPPORT OF POLICE SYSTEM, 

AND PRESENT CIA COOPERATION WITH POLICE. STATES 
AMEMBASSY "REFUSES TO SAY" WHAT AID CONTINUES TO 
FLOW TO POLICE; QUOTES SPOKESMAN THAT IN RESPONSE 
TO CONGRESSIONAL BAN ON FURTHER AID, ALL ASSISTANCE 
TO POLICE HAS BEEN STOPPED WITH SOLE EXCEPTION OF 
"IRREVOCABLE CONTRACTS," BUT NO DETAILS ON LATTER 
SPECIFIED. SPEAKS OF "SHADOWY PRESENCE" OF AMERICANS 
IN POLICE SYSTEM OVER THE YEARS. 

2. IN COMPANION SAIGON ARTICLE WITHOUT BY-LINE, NYT 
DESCRIBES "SKETCHY" PICTURE OF NVN AND VC JUDICIAL 
SYSTEMS THAT EMERGES FROM DOCUMENTS AND DEFECTORS; 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SYSTEMS APPEAR STRONGLY INFLUENCED BY MILITARY. US 
OFFICIAL SAYS POLITICAL CRIMES TRIED SEPARATELY

HER OBITS BROUGHT HOME TO MANY FOREIGNERS AN ASPECT

RECENT YEARS. WP RAISES QUESTION WHETHER SHOCK 
OF HER LOSS WILL LEAD HER HUSBAND TO REVIEW
